He said 
that he had just happened to meet JOHN in the Penny Arcade one 
day where JOHN was just hanging around playing the pinball machine 
He says that he doesn't believe JOHN ever worked and relied mostl 
on the money than he made as a male prostitute. He describes 
JOHN as about 5’ 10", stocky build, 175-185 pounds, dark crew cut 
nair, ruddy complexion with somewhat of an Irish looking face. 

JOHN ^ was in his late teens or early 20' s. PORTER said that he 
had just gotten back in town as his job with Western Geoohvsics 
made him travel around quite a bit. 

PORTER said that on the day he met OSWALD, OSWALD had 
on blue jeans and a T-shirt and a windbreaker .
